ROADS IN FAR NORTH 


CHARTER AUTHORIZED FOR PINE 
PASS RAILWAY COMPANY 


Company Propose to Construct a Road | 
from Edmonton Northwesterly to, 
Athabasca River and Other Points| 
—Edmonton and Slave Lake Rail- 
way want an Agreement with the 
Canadian Northern Road. 


Ottawa.—The railway committee of} 
the house of commons at the first sit-| 
ting of the session practically cleared | 
off the lengthy order paper and a ma-} 
jority of the bills were for a renewal) 
of the charters, but one new charter 
was authorized and an act to incor-| 
porate Pine Pass Railway company, | 
standing in the name of Mr. White, 
being reported with amendments. ‘ths 
promoters are Maurice Kimpe, James} 
Smith, Angus Chisholm, T. W. Lines} 
and B, J. Saunders all of Edmonton. 

Mr. Saunders explained to the com- 
mittee that the company proposed to 
construct a line of railway from Ed-} 
monton in a northwesterly direction 
to a point near the confluence of Mc- 
Leod river with the Athabasca river) 
thence in a northwesterly direction to 
Grande Prairie thence westerly to 
Pouce Coupe prairie and continuing| 
westerly through the Pine River| 
pass, thence in a southwesterly direc- 
tion to Fort George on the Fraser 
river. 

Mr. White assured the committee 
that the country which they proposed | 
to tap would not be served by any 
other railways at present seeking en- 
trance to that country, The bill was) 
reported after some discussion with} 
an amendment increasing the propos- 
ed amount of capital stock from one, 
to thirteen million. 

Dr. Cash’s bill giving Edmonton and | 
Slave Lake Railway company the right 
to enter into an agreement with the 
Canadian Northern was reported with- 
out discussion. ‘ 

Martin Birrell’s bill to extend for} 
five years’ time for construction of | 
that portion of Nicola, Kamloops and 
Similkameen between Nicola and 
Grand Forks was reported without op- 
position. 

Mr. Birrell’s bill to extend the time | 
for the construction of the Kamloops | 
and Yellow Head Pass railway was 
also reported. 

There was some discussion on Mr. 
Goodeve’s bill to extend the time for} 
the construction of certain lines of the 
Columbia and Western company. It 
developed that when the charter was 
renewed in 1905, provision that ‘the 


branch lines could be constructed on|’ 


the consent of the governor in coun- 
cil was omitted and the bill was sent 
to the law clerk to be re-drafted. | 


Build 160 Miles by Fall | 


Montreal.—The officials of the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways railway, 
which will be the most northerly road 
in Canada, running 350 miles north-)} 
east from Edmonton, are in Montreal 
The officers here are W. B. Clarke, of 
Kansas City, president of the Alberta} 
railway; and E, A. James, of Edmon-}| 
ton, general manager of the company. 
They stated that the road had been 
fully financed, and that they were 
here preparing to secure supplies for 
the work in the spring. The contracts 
for the whole 350 miles will be let in} 
January, and these will stipulate that\ 
150 miles should be completed for} 
operation by next fall, The company, 
like the G, T. P., will let the grading 
by contract, and lay the steel itself. 

James stated that the road would | 
terminate at Fort McMurray, 350 miles | 
northeast of Edmonton, and would} 
open out a stretch of country equal to 
the Edmonton district for farming | 
purposes, At Fort McMurray it will 
connect with the Peace, Athabasca 
and Mackenzie rivers, which together 
have 3.500 hundred miles of waterway 
navigable by steamers, stretching to 
the Arctic and Pacific oceans. The 
road will thus connect the Arctic 
ocean by water and rail direct with 
the Transcontinental railway at Ed- 
monton.

The Standard, editorially, says the 
country has been brought to the turn- 
ing point in its imperial destinies,

TO DISCUSS BOUNDARIES 
Wm. Pugsley Goes Over 
Washington to Talk Things 
Over, 


Hon. 


New York.—Wim. Pugsley, minister 
of public works, of Ottawa, Canada, 
was in the city a few hours before 
leaving for Washington, where he has 
important matters to present to the 
government. 

“Of course I cannot reveal the exact 
nature of my mission to Washington,” 
he said, ‘but I am deeply interested 
in the mutual interest of our two coun- 
tries, and can say that the boundary 
question will be settled amicably and 
with entire satisfaction to both Cana- 
dians and Americans. The first is 
the St. John’s river commission, look- 
ing into the questions at issue re- 
garding the boundary between New 
Brunswick and Maine, and consider- 
ing a plan of storage reservoirs to 
the headwaters of the St. 
John’s river, with a view to improving 
navigation in dry seasons. 

“Then there is the international 
waterways commission, dealing with 
the uses of the boundary waters and 
the boundary line through the great 
lakes, 

“Lastly there is a commission con- 
cerning the regulations of the fishories 
of boundary waters, including the 
lakes and rivers along our frontiers. 
There is no doubt in my mind that 
all these boundary problems, in many 
cases somewhat intricate; “will be solv- 
ed most satisfactorily, everything 
tending towards a unity of interest 
between our two countries.”

that these disfiguring contractions 
will to a certain extent lose something 
of their tension and in that way be- 
come less noticeable, Even after the 
wound has apparently healed and all 
bandages may be removed a soothing 
lotion should be used quite frequent- 
ly, about three or four times daily, 
und plentifully at night, especially if 
the unfortunate one has received 
burns upon the face, arms or hands, 
because upon the exposed parts of 
the body the scar would be more no- 
ticeable and unsightly. 
A lotion which is very soothing and 
npoee is com- 
posed of four ounces of filtered rain. 
water or rosewater and one dram of 
rectified spirits, one dram of tannin 
and two drams of glycerine. Agitate 
thoroughly and apply. One will be 
thoroughly rewarded for patience and 
persistence in using these applica:

How to Clean Wall Paper. 

To clean wall paper use the follow- 
ing recipe: Ten cents’ worth of 
liquid ammonia, 10 cents’ worth of 
oil of sassafras, one teaspoonful 
(even full) of soda, two teaspoonfuls 
(even full) of salt and one quart of 
Mix the cold water with 
the ingredients, then add white flour 
until it is thick enough to drop from 
a spoon. Put in a covered pail, set 
in a kettle of boiling water and cook 
until done, stirring often. If it does 
not stick to the hands when cool it 
Remove from the pail and 


piece awhile in the hand. Take out 
only what is needed, leaving the 
rest covered in the pail to prevent 
the ammonia from evaporating.

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EAR NEVER STOPS. GROWING. 


A Few Facts With Which Most People 
Are Unacquainted.

There is probably nobody in the 
world who has a pair of ents perfect- 
Ve matched; in most people the two 

iffer perceptibly, not only in shape, 
but also in size. Frequently they are 
not placed precisely alike om the 
head 

Near the top of each ear, just with- 
in the down-turned edge antl slightly 
toward the back, will be found, if 
one feels for it, a small lump of 
cartilage. This is a remnant of what 
was originally the tip of the ear, 
when, ever so long ago, that organ 
in our remote ancestors had a point 
to it. Most of the apes to-day have 
pointed ears, but in human beings 
the upper edge of the organ has,-in 
the course of ages, been folded.over so 
as to cover the real tip. 

There is an unsolved mystery in 
the construction of the human car, 
the functions of certain portions of 
the inner ear not being completely 
understood. Within the ear are three 
small  globe-shaped _ protuberances. 
These have all their inner sides cover- 
ed with small cells, each of which 
contains .a tiny hair surrounded by 
a fluid. When you move sharply the 
hairs follow the motion, while the 
lymph raturally moves less rapidly. 
Thus the hairs are bent in a direction 
opposite to that of the movement, 
and by means of delicate nerves the 
irritation thus produced is telegraph- 
ed direct to the brain. It is supposed 
that by means of these hairs swim- 
ming in lymph the sensation we call 
dizziness is caused when we rotate 
rapidly, as in dancing. It is also be- 
lieved that seasickness has something 
to do with the same phenomenon. It 
has been noticed that some persons, 
when suffering from ear diseases that 
have destroyed parts of the inner ear, 
have found it difficult or impossible 
to maintain their balance when stand- 
ing upright with eyes closed. It is 
therefore possible that these peculiar 
ear organs contain some inexplicable 
sense not generally classified as such

tron Shavings For Paving. 


A recent French invention in pav- | 


ing consists of embedding in concrete 
fine iron shavings, or iron excelsior. 
The metallic shavings ordinarily 
come in sheets or masses, which. can 
be broken apart with difficulty owing 
to the intertwining of the filaments 
and which are sometimes elastic. In 
constructing paving blocks, a mold ia 
filled with these iron shavings and 
the interstices filled with cement 
sufficiently fine to penetrate the en- 
tire mass. The blocks thus formed 
are said to possess great strength and 
resistance to abrasion and also (what 
seems less credible) elasticity under 
blows or jarring. 

According to Cement Age, tests 
made of such blocks are said to have 


shown a resistance to compression of 


about 150,000 pounds to the square 
inch and in tensile strength four 
times that of neat cement. One ard- 
vantage claimed for this paving is 
that joints may be almost eliminated, 
thus doing away with the points

he theory has been advanced that 
it was such feelings which prompted 
the woman kidnapper in the recent 
South end baby theft; bret shat, be- 
coming alarmed on account, of the sen- 
sation she had caused, she abandoned 
the child in order to es¢ape the .sonse- 
quences of her act. It certainly seems 
a feasible explanation in the light of 
other cases. 

One day two years & poor wo- 
man, seated with her cbild, a pretty 
girl of two years of age, on one of the 
seats in Hyde Park, waa accosted by 
4 young woman, whose manners and 
dress stamped her as rich and well 
bora. The lady spoke of her admira- 
tion of the child, gave her sweets, and 
asked the mother to mett her ‘next 
day at the same spot, and she would 
bring the girl a pretty frock.

UNFIT FOR THE KINGDOM | 


PASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
WANT OF STEADFASTNESS. 


Text, ‘No Man Having Put His Hand 
to the Plow and Looking Back Is 
Fit For the Kingdom of God’ 
(Luke ix 62)—As Sinners We Were 
Unfit For Any Favor Much Less 
Joint-Heirship With His Son. 


Sunday, Dec, 5.—Pastor Russell had 
@ large attendance to-day at the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle. He took for his 
text the words of the Saviour, “No 
man having put his hand to the plow, 
and looking back, is fit for the King- 
dom of God” (Luke ix, 62). The dis- 
course follows: 

The Great Teacher did not use the 
Methods of modern revivalists to se- 
eure a following. He did not ask the 
multitudes to raise their hand if 
they would prefer to go to heaven at 
death and then publish them as con- 
verts—Christians, Indeed his methods 
were the very reverse of this, avoiding 
all kinds of sensational appeals to 

ride, selfishness, vanity, ete. He set 
orth in plain terms the difficulties to 
be expected by all those who espouse 
his Cause and become his disciples. 
He forewarned them that it would 
mean the taking up of a cross and ‘he 
bearing of it in his footsteps in the 


narrow way of self sacrifice. He 
warned these, saying, ‘Marvel not, 
if the world hate you. Ye know that 
it hated me before it hated you. If 


e were of the world, the world would 
ove his own; but because ye are not 
of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you” (I. John iii, 13; John xv, 
18, 19). 

Instead of trying to produce an ex- 
citement which would over-balance 
the judgment of his hearers and lead 
them to profess what they subsequent- 
ly would not be able or willing to 
practice, the Great ‘Teacher, on tue 
contrary, said to those ‘contemplating 
discipleship, ‘Sit down first and count 
the cost.” Instead of attempting to 
sway the multitudes, our Lord took a 
different course and attempted to 
make disciples of only a special class 
—not the poor, not the rich, not the 
learned, not the ignorant, but, irre- 
spective of these class lines and dis- 
tinctions, his call was to all those 
who loved righteousness and hated ini- 
quity. All those who were weary and 
heavy-laden, oppressed by sin and its 
penalty to themselves and their 
friends—these he called to learn of 
him and find rest of soul. 

Thenceforth that class, having been 
brought in touch with the Redeemer, 
can make further progress only 
through faith in him and submission 
to his guidance into all Truth and in- 
to fellowship with the Father. The 
class thus influenced we ‘believe to be 
small as compared to humanity as 4 
whole — only that portion which in 
honesty of heart deplores sin and 
longs for righteousness and fellowship 
with God. These, like the remainder 
of the race, are by nature fallen, im- 


perfect, sinful, condemned, but in 
these still persists some trace of the 
image of God, in the perfection of 


which father Adam was created. It is 
this trace or strain of the Divine char- 
acter represented by conscience and 
faith which leads them to recognize 
their fallen and sinful condition, as 
compared with the Divine standard ot 
perfection, and this becomes the basis 
of their calling or drawing of God, 
their “ear.” ‘He that hath an ear, let 
him hear” (Revelation ii, 7). It will 
be observed that we are not specially 
blaming or condemning those who 
have not the hearing ear. On the con- 
trary we rememb>r the gracious words 
of Scripture, that in God's due time, 
“All the blind eyes shall be opened; 
all the deaf ears shall be unstopped” 
(Isaiah xxxv, 5). We ure glad of this 
promise of God that ultimately all 
shall see and all shall hear and all 
shal] know Him, from the least to the 
greatest. We rejoice, too, that when 
they know Him truly, they will re- 
joice, even as do we now . That will 
their time of responsibility, their 
time of trial or judgment for life or 
death eternal on the earthly plane. 
Our text speaks of the Kingdom of 
God. And it is important that we 
first of all notice that these words 
have in the Scriptures a two-fold sig- 
nificance. For instance, our Lord 
Jesus taught that we should pray to 
the Father, ‘Thy Kingdom come; thy 
will be done on earth as it fs done in 
heaven.” The reference of this prayer 
is to the Millennial reign or govern- 
ment of Christ, which St. Paul de- 
elares will begin at the Second Com- 
ing of our Lord, and continue until 
he shall have put down all insubordin- 
ation, al) sin, everything contrary to 
Divine character and Law.

if they will, to the full human per- 
fection which Adam lost, which Jesus 
redeemed, and which is to be restored 
to the willing and obedient, as St. 
Peter declares (Acts iii, 19-21). It 
follows, then, that our Lord must 
have referred to those called. of the 
Father and accepted by himself to be 
chiseled and palished-to be taught 
in the School of Christ and eventual- 
ly to become his Bride and joint-heir 


in the Millenninl Kingdom, No man 
will be esteemed nt tor aA share in 


that Millennial Kingdom, unless he 
attains to the glorious qualities of 
character, saintship, which the Scrip- 
tures set forth as the Divine stand- 
ard—“Copies of God’s dear Son’ 
(Romans viii, 29). 

“Rit for the Kingdom!’’ Let us 
think for a moment what these words 
signify. First of all we recognize 
that, as sinners, we were most 
thoroughly unfit for any favor of God, 
much less this greatest of all favors, 
joint-heirship with his Son and “‘par- 
takers of the Divine nature” (II. 
Peter i, 4). But that difficulty has all 
been overcome with those who have 
come unto God through Christ and 
been made partakers of his hol 
Spirit of adoption. Of such we read, 
“Tt is God that justifieth! Who is he 
that condemneth” (Romans viii, 33- 
34). It is Christ that died for our 
sins and who now is our Advocate. 
Who could in any wise come between 
us and our Saviour and our Heaven- 
ly Father? 

But this justification is not enough 
If we were perfect actually instead of 
merely reckonedly we would not be 
fit for the Kingdom of God—we would 
not be fit to govern others—to be 
“kings and priests unto God and to 
reign on the earth” (Revelation xx, 
6). We should still be unfit to be the 
judges of the world, ns the Scriptures 
declare that we all be, saying, 
“Know ye not tha® the saints shall 
iudge the world” (1. Corinthians vi, 
2), Our Heavenly Father in bring- 
ing many sons unto glory made the 
Captain of their salvation (Jesus) 
nerfect through sufferings. Should we 
think it strange thet we, his younger 
brethren, justified through his blood, 
should be required, not merely to 
muke a profession of Godliness, holi- 
ness, but also to approve or attest 
that sentiment to be a part of our 
very charneter! Ts not what we as 
the Church of Christ experience very 
reasonable indeed—who would be 
prepared to teach the world meekness, 
patience, _brotherly-kindness, _long- 
suffering, love, without first of all de- 
veloping these various qualities of 
choracter in himself? And how could 
he develop these and be tested except 
under just such schooling and discip- 
ling influences as now are upon the 
Church of Christ, with a view to mak- 
ing us fit for the glorious position of 
our high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus? 

When the Scriptures refer to the 
Church as being fit for the Kingdom 
and as being the “overcomers” for 
whom the Kingdom is prepared, and 
who shall share its glories and hon- 
ors, because “they are WA (Re- 
velation iii, 4), we ure to understand 
this worthiness and fitness, not that 
they were originally so, but that by 


| God’s grace, through Christ, a trans- 


formation work will eventually bring 
some to this glorious position where 
God himself will esteem them worthy 
to be called his children, and to be 
pa ast) with his Son, the Great 
King. ‘ 

There is one certain stundard of fit- 
ness for the Kingdom and none other 
will do; but there may be quite a 
variety of conditions which make 
one unfit for the Kingdom, One of 
these is murder. ‘No murderer hath 
eternal life abiding in him” (I, John 
iii, 15). He would be unfit for the 
Kingdom, ‘This would not signify, 
however, that one who had once been 
a murderer might not, by a sound 
conversion and by fuithfulness in 
the School of Christ, become a mem- 
her of the Kingdom class. But the 
word murder here used has a_broad- 
er meaning than is generally at- 
tached to it—the meaning which St. 
John gave to the word when he said 
that whosoever hateth -his brother 
is a murderer (1. John ii, 11), We 
know, then, that no brother-hater is 
fit for the Kingdom. But, some may 
have been brother-haters and have 
béen washed, cleansed, sanctified, 
brought into heart-relationship with 
the Lord and into love of the byeth- 
ren. If so, the implication is “that 
they have lost the spirit of murder 
from their hearts and are brother- 
haters no longer. The Scriptures tell 
us algo that it will be possible for a 
man who has been figuratively wash- 
ed from his former condition of sin- 
defilement and who has been clothed 
of the Lord symbolically in a robe 
of righteousness and who had been 
begotten of the holy Spirit of love to 
turn from this holy commandment of 


due all things. It will be the Kingdom 
of God amongst men perfected when 
all things shall have been subdued. 
And when Christ's mediatorial King- 
dom shall be, at the end of the Mil- 
lemsium, delivered back to God, even 
the Father, God’s Kingdom will have 
fully come in the earth. God’s will 
then will be possible of accomplish- 
ment by jnen, because all will have 
reached perfection; and Christ’s medi- 
atorial Kingdom will end because it 
will be no longer necessary. It will 
have accomplished the great purpose 
for which is was intended. 

It was not, however, respecting that 
Millennial reign, that mediatorial 
Kingdom, that our Lord spoke in our 
text, nor did he refer to the perfect 
Kingdom, as it will be turned over to 
the Father at the end of the Millen- 
nium and will last forever. Our Lord 
used the words, ‘‘Not fit for the King- 
dom of God,” as he did in many 
others of his discourses—in respect 
to the Church class now culled of the 
Father to be the “Kingdom,” in the 
sense of being the kings and priests 
of that Kingdom—the royalty of that 
Kingdom—the reigning family—the 
Queen, the Lamb’s Wife, associated 
with the Heavenly Bridegroom, King 
of kings and Lord of lords, in his rule 
of a frougand years. . 

We now have before our minds the 
two ways in which the expression, 
Kingdom of God, is used and we can 
readil see that our Lord could not 
refer the Millennial Kingdoin and 
gav that any would be too degraded 


love—to turn from the way of right- 
eousness, to his former condition of 
sin-defilement. The Apostle gives the 
illustration of the sow that was wash- 
ed returning to her wallowing in the 
mire (II, Peter ii, #2). But the case of 
such is hopeleas if the step be taken 
with full intention and deliberation— 
if the return to a murderous condition 
of heart--brother-hating—be with the 
full consent of the heart. The Apos- 
tle, however, does intimate that up 
to a certain point there is hope of 
recovery und hence he urges all of 
the faithful to assist these, saying ‘He 
that converteth # sinner (onve a bro- 
ther) from the error of his ways shall 
save a soul from death,” 

Again we read, ‘No drynkard shall 
ente: into the Kingdom of God” (1, 
Corinthians vi, 10), He surely would 
be unfit. This does not, however, im- 
ply that all total abstainers from in- 
toxicant liquors ure fit for the King- 
dom. Neither doeg it imply that a 
drunkard might not reform and thus 


cease to be a drunkard, and by the 
Lord’s grace, become fit for the King- 
dom foreover the word drunkard 


in the Bible is frequagily used in a 
figurative sense. t represents an 
addled condition of the mind; as for 
instance, we read, that Bubylon’s cup 
mude all the nations drunk (Revela- 
tion xviii, 2-3). This signifies that

ing of “the deep things of God,”) 
which the natural man cannot under-!

our Lord spoke, saying, “This is life! 
eternal, that they might. Know thee | 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent.” 

Pride is another quality of the heart 
which would render its possessor un- 
tit for the Kingdom of God. We read 
that the Lord “resisteth the proud 
and giveth grace to the humble’ (1. 
Peter v, 5). Pride is one of the things 
which God hates. It is a foe to 
righteousness in general and leads 
captive many into sin, When we read 
that God shows his favor to the hu.n- 
ble, we may be sure that the favor of 
joint-heirship with the Redeemer is 
for the humble alone. With what 
carefulness this should lead us to 
search our hearts and put away every- 
thing in the nature of pride, self-con- 
ceit. Love is the fulfilling of the Law. | 
Love is the Law of the New Creation; 
and pride is a foe to love, It is re- 
lated to selfishness. which is a deep- 
seated foe of every grace of the holy 
Spirit. 

The Lord wishes us to see that the 
Heavenly Father is not merely calling 
for those who huve generally good in- 
tentions and who would rather do 
tight than do wrong. We may rejoice 
with such that they are better than 
their neighbors, but they are not fit 
for the Kingdom of God, unless their 
love for rightcousness, for Truth, for 
the wiil of God, be so firmly establish- 
ed that they are ready dnd willing to 
“endure hardness as good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ” and to “fight a good 
fight” to the end of the course, luying 
hold upon eternal life-and glory and

immortality. One of God’s objects in 
permitting the world and the flesh and 
the Adversury to have the power 
which they now possess to counteract 
and to fight against our good inten- 
tions and good resolutions is explain- 
ed in the Scriptures. We read “The 
Lord your God proveth you, to know 
whether ye love the Lord your God 
with all your heart and with all your 
soul’ (Deuteronomy xiii, 3). If love 
of sin o1 love of self or love of any 
earthly thing can overbulance our 
love to the Lord and to his Truth and 
his people, we are not worthy of a 
place in the Kingdom—not fit for the 
Kingdom. Not merely good profes- 
sions, but faithfulness unto death, fix- 
ity of character, ure required of the 
Lord of such as he would honor with 
a share in the Kingdom, 

Having noticed that lack of love, 
lack of zeal, lack of constancy, lack 
of devotion would untit for the King- 
dom, let us notice some of the charac- 
teristics necessury to a place in the 
Kingdom—some of the qualities, there- 
fore, which we must each cultivate 
in our own hearts, which we must 
each develop in his° own character. 
The Apostle explains these and urges 
the matter thus, “Add to your faith 
fortitude; and to fortitude knowl- 
edge; and to knowledge temperance; 
and to temperance patience; and to 
patience godliness brotherly kindness; 
and to brotherly kindness love. For 
if tuese things be in you and abound, 
they make you that ye shall neither 
be barren nor unfruitful in the knowl- 
edge of your Lord Jesus Christ. . 
for if ye do these things, ye shall 
never fail: for so an entrance shall 
be ministered unto you abundantly 
into the everlasting Kingdom of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ” (11. 
Peter 1, 6-11).

Out of the Arctic region and close 
on the heels of Cook ‘and Peary comes 
fa’s explorer 
of the frozen North, bringing back 
unassailable titles of Canadian sove- 
reignty over the islands which, wide- 
ly scattered, reach far northward 
from the mainland of the Dominion 
and look out toward the solitude of 
the polar region. Cook and Peary re- 
turned in a blaze of publicity for each 
claimed to have reached the long- 
sought Pole, but that publicity soon 
took the torm of a heated and un- 
dignified controversy respecting the 
reliability of each man's account of 
his exploits, for upon the truthful- 
ness of these accounts hangs the palm 
of honor of having been the first to 
stand upon the very northern end of 
the globe. After these accounts have 
been studied and decisions arrived 
at, fur it is not to be expected that 
a unanimous decision will be reach-

ed, nothing very useful will have 
been accomplished, unless it follows 
that, the North Pole having been 
reached, an end will be put to the 
waste of means, time and energy that 
in the past have been spent in pure- 
ly polar expeditions. m the other 
hand, Captain Bernier, who returned 

uietly to make his-—-réport ‘to the 

anadian Government whose officer 
he is, has accomplished Sorat oR ct 
service to his country, for he has 
planted its flag on the northern fringe 
of the continent and so made it im- 
possible for anbdther nation to flank 
the Dominion in the north by taking 
possession of the islands which skirt 
much of our Arctic coast. 

This trip, like Captain Bernier’s 
former ones to the Far North, was 
made in the Government steamer 
“Arctic,” a wooden screw vessel, 
length 165 feet, beam 37 feet, net ton- 
nage 762 tons, and of 44 horse-power. 
On June 28th, 1908, the ‘‘Arctic”’ sail- 
ed from Quebec for the northern seas, 
and on August 19th she reached Etah, 
Greenland, which has recently be- 
come known as “‘the gateway to the 
North Pole.” Here supplies were left 
for Dr. Cook, the United States ex- 
plorer who, it has since turned out, 
was then on his way back from his 
eihcoealil flying trip to the Pole it- 
se 3 

Proceeding on her voyage the 
‘Arctic’ came to Erebus Bay where 
the ill-fated Franklin wintered in 
1845-46 and where a post bearing the 
letter “E’’ was found, a pathetic re- 
minder of one of the great tragedies 
of the Far North. 

Early in September the “Arctic” 
reached Winter Harbor on the coast 
of Melville Island, and soon the ves-

SASKATCHEWAN UNIVERSITY. 


Infant Institution Is Big With Plans 
For the Future.

sity town to further the cause of | 


higher education. pirat temporary 
class-rooms have been fitted up in 
the Drinkle Block, and equipped with 


the apparatus necessary for the dis- 
semination of knowledge in advance 
of that to be acquired in the public 
schools. Fifty-three students, with 
matriculation standings acquired in 
the high schools, and in some cases 
in other provinces, have registered, 
sixty will be on the roll before the 
end of the month. 

An elaborate system of scholarships 
has been arranged for, each high 
school of the province having the 
privilege of nominating one student, 
for a $180 scholarship, while ten 
others of $100 euch are open for gen- 
eral competition. It is the immedi- 
ate aim of the University to carry 
on the teaching of agriculture and 
arts, and later on to go further and 
carry on a school of domestic science, 
and in this way to give those who are 
taking an arts course in connection 
with teaching an ch of im- 
parting practical knowledge, which 
will be of value on the farm. 

Plans are being made for a two or 
three-year course in agriculture for 
farmers’ sons who have previously re- 
ceived a good public school education. 
The university will also have charge 
of extension work carried on at fairs, 
#0 that in this way it will do all the 
educational work now carried on by 
the Provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture. It is hoped in time to broaden 
this work, so as to encourage farmers’ 
debating clubs throughout the pro- 
vince, to distribute books, and pro- 
vide for the instruction and amuse- 
ment vf the people during the long 
winter months. Anything which will 
make the life of the farmers more 
pleasant and profitable is considered 
a duty of the University of Saskatche- 
wan. Plans are already being made 
for extension in other cities of the 
province, and it is practically sure 
that this work will be carried on in 
Moose Jaw, Saskatoon and Prince Al- 
bert during the coming winter, In 
this way the university will be 
brought to the people. : 

The Anglican college founded by 
Bishop McLean at Prince Albert twen- 
ty years ago, has now been transfer- 
red to Saskatoon with Archdeacon 
Lloyd as principal, Professors Tuckey 
and Broadbent as resident professors, 
and Messrs. Dewdney and Shorefield 
fs non-resident, with temporary quar- 
ters at Nutana, There are forty stu- 
dents in attendance, about half of 
whom are taking lectures in the Jni- 
versity, while the archdeacon, who 
has left for England, expects to be 
able to procure there thirty addition- 
al men for the: mission fields. The 
University has agreed to grant sites 
for affiliated theological colleges on 
the campus to be leased to the cuvl- 
leges on a nominal charge, and two 
have applied for sites already. 

On the 1,172-acre site on the other 
aide of the river from the city, which 
cost the Government $150,000, work 
will commence on the three main 
structures, consisting of the general 
building, the residence for students 
und the power-house, in January of 
next year, In addition to these, work 
will be proceeded with on the farm, 
mechanics building, stock pavillion, 
barns, and Probe an horticultural 
building. These buildings will repre- 
sent with their equipment an: outlay 
of $200,000, The suin of $330,000 hus 
already been appropriated by the 
Government.

During the winter two sledge 
parties were sent out from the ‘‘Arc- 
tic’ and they were absent for six 
weeks, visiting Bank's Land and Vic- 
toria Island} Captain Bernier prac- 


abally made the northwest passage, 
traveling partly by water and partly 
by land. 


Melville Island where the “Arctic” 
wintered, is crossed by the 75th par- 
allel of latitude. Its greatest length 
is 200 miles and its greatest breadth, 
130 miles. In 1819 Sir Edward Parry, 
the famous English explorer, wintered 
there with his crew, finding shelter 
in Winter Harbor which also shelter- 
ed Captain Bernier and the ‘‘Arctic.” 
At this place there is a huge sand- 
stone rock, and on it Sir Edward 
Parry carved the record of the fact 
that he and his crew wintered in the 
adjacent harbor. Captain Bernier 
found the record in a good state of 
preservation, and he added to it by 
affixing to the rock a cast plate of 
babbit metal, bearing an inscription 
recording the fact that the Canadian 
party passed there the winter of 
19¢?-09; and he formally took posses- 
sion of the region on behalf of the 
Dominion of Canada, further em- 
phesizing it by the hoisting there of 
a British flag. 

“The whole of the Arctic archipel- 
ngo is now under the British flag,” 
says Captain Bernier when interview- 
ed on board his ship At Quebec, ‘‘and 
new tracts have been discovered, 
Cook and Peary found no land, and 
if they did I venture to say if they 
looked long enough they “would find 
a Union Jack sticking about it some- 
where.”” ‘ 

During the trip home the “ ‘retic,” 
on September “Ist last, reached Pond's 
Inlet where Captain Bernier found 
awriting him a’ letter from Dr. Cook

He was arguing a point in favor of 
one of the countless details of the 
budget. Argument on argument, quiet, 
gentle explanation across the table, 

He stood, a slim, spare figure, dark- 
haired and bright-eyed and small-fea- 
tured, by the big end-of the Mace. 
Suddenly there was a rumble of sound 
out of sight in the distance. Then 
the glass doors were flung back, and 
and a &tiff-built messenger came in, 
gazed at the Speaker, drew himself to 
attention; and shouted in long solemn 
tones, ‘Black Rod!”

Then the 
Minister whose speech had been cut 
in twain fell in behind, and M.P.’s 
trooped pell-mell behind him. Thus 
was the House of Commons led re- 
verently and peaceably to the House 
ef Lords—by the demagogue of Lime- 
house,

The Magic of ‘Bow Bells."" 


A few days ago the famous ‘Bow 
Bells’’ rang out their welcome to 
London's new Lord Mayor.

In the 
latter were born the “Bow Bells.”

There is a peculiar magic in the 
tones of a bell, due to the fact that 
it strikes, not a single note, but a 
chord, The lip gives out the “funda- 
mental note,” the waist must sound

POLICING THE PLAINS 


CHIEF OF R.N.W.M.P. HONORED 
BY THE KING. 


Commissioner Perry, Who Has Pre- 
served the Law and Order of the 
Northwest For Many Years, Was 

, Born Near Napanee Forty-Nine 
Years Ago—First Served In British 
Army and Then Carne to Canada. 


Of the two Canadians honored with 
titles on the occasion of King Ed- 
ward’s birthda alg Moe Commis- 
sioner A. B, Perry, of Regina, head 
of the Northwest Mounted Police of 
Canada, was one; Major Perry was 
created a companion of the Order ct 
St. Michael and St. George. For many 
years the major has been connected 
with the Northwest Mounted Police

force, and he has taken a prominent 
part in the establishing and main- 
taining of law and order in the Cana- 
dian west, 

Major Aylesworth Bowen Perry was 
born in Lennox County, near Napanee, 
in August, 1860, and comes of United 
Empire Loyalist stock on both pater- 
nal and maternal sides. He was edu- 
cuted at Napanee High School and 
the Royul Military College, King- 
ston, being one of the first graduates 
of that now celebrated institution, and 
taking the highest honors of his class. 
In 1880 he was appointed a lieutenant 
tn the Royal Engineers, Chatham, 
Eng., but on account of ill-health 
| he was forced to resign the following 
year. He returned to Canada and 
joined the Northwest Mounted P-lice 
force and soon after was gazetted in- 
spector, After the Northwest rebel- 
lion, in which he did distineuished 
service for which he was mentioned in 
despatches and received a medal, Mr, 
Perry was promoted to the rank of 
superintendent in 1885. On the cele- 
bration of the diamond jubilee of Her 
Majesty, the late Queen Victoria, 
Commissioner ytd commanded the 
Northwest Mounted Police contingent 
and received the jubilee medal. in 
1900 he was appointed to the com- 
mand of the Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice force. He is also an advocate of 
the Northwest Territories, having 
been admitted to the bar in 1896. 

Major Perry is a Presbyterian in 
religion and belongs to several fra- 
ternal organizations. In 1883 he was 
married to Emma Durarty, daughter 
of George L. Meikle of Lachute, Que. 


The British Museum. 

The resignation of Sir Edward 
Maunde Thompson from the post of 
director and principal librarian of the 
British Museum, serves to draw at- 
' tention to the remurkable collection 
| of books, manuscripts, prints, etc., 
gathered together in the museum. 
| There are more than 2,000,000 printed 
volumes in the museum—a number 
only exceeded by one other collection, 
| that of the Bibliotheque Nationale of 
France, which contains 2,600,000 vol- 
umes, There are besides 70,000 valu- 
able maps, over 100,000 manuscripts 
(many of which could not be replaced 
if stolen or destroyed) and a magni- 
ficent collection of prints and draw- 
ings. Altogether there are 11 dapart- 
ments in the British Museum, which 
| originated in 1753 with three—namely, 
| printed books, manuscripts and o 
Meets of natural history. 

The present reading room of the 
British Museum cost £150,000. The 
dome, which is 106 feet in height and 
140 feet in diameter, is second only 
to the Pantheon at Rome, The part 
of the museum devoted to printed 
books contains altogether three miles 
of bookcases, eight feet high. 

One of the most valuable bequests 
ever made to the museum was that 
resented 
a splendid library that had been col- 
lected by his futher during his long 
reign at an expense of little less than 
£200,000. In the opinion of Dr, 
Fortescue, keeper of the printed books 
in the British Museum, this library 
contains the museum’s greatest trea- 
sure, viz., a collection made by George 
Thomason, a London bookseller, of 
every “book published between 1641 
and 1663, in all about 24,000 volumes. 
The mugnificent library of Right Hon. 
Thomas Grenville was also bequeath- 
ed to the museum, and contains over, 
20,000 volumes, costing upwards of 
£54,000;
